Even the terms of the pro- 
tocol have not yet been carried out and 
it will greatly accelerate the Spanish 
evacuation of the West Indies to have 
an army ready to move in as soon as the 
occasion demands. 


And the disposition of the Philippines 


baa not been determined. We may not 
want to take possession of them all, but 
we do want to be in a position to state 
our demauds aud enforce thoro, and for 
this we must have ready a mililary power 
that will command respect. 


Even for Cuba and Porto Itico, the 


force now ready lor the field is none too 
large. It must be remembered that the 
best part ot the regular army has been 
temporarily duabled by the Santiago 
campaign and until it has been tully re- 
cruited we must rely on volunteers. The 
task for which the soldiers were called 
into service is by no means accomplished. 


The War Department has shown as 


little intelligent system in ordering regi- 
ments home as it showed in ordering 
them into the lield. The President ap- 
pears to realize this and has called ahalt. 
It was tune. Until the treaty of-ffeace 
has been finally ratified aud put in execu- 
tion, we must keep an effective army 
ready for any call.—1'Mla. Times.

Investigation That Will Inves- 


tigate. 


Secretary Alger has at last discovered 


that the lofty and contemptuous attitude 
which he first assumed in regard to the 
charges against his department will not 
do, and that he must at least affect a 
desiie to have them investigated. The 
attempt to ignore them and wave them 
aside as unworthy of consideration and 
even of notice has proved so conspicuous 
a failure that he has at length been forc- 
ed to ask the President to order an in- 
vestigation. Although it was stated in 
a dispatch from Washington to the Balto. 
Sun that the President had not deter- 
mined whether he would grant the re- 
quest or not, it is scarcely conceivable 
that he will refuse it. Mr. McKinley 
could not make a worso political blunder 
than to decline to order such an investi- 
gation. He would be blind to his own 
as well as his party's interests to put 
himself in the position of attempting to 
shelter a public official against whose 
management and competency accusa- 
tions of such gravity have been made. 
Tne President is not likely to commit 
any such mistake as this, and it may be 
assumed that the investigation will be 
ordered, not because there is any wish 
for it in official circles, but because it 
cannot be avoided. Public opinion has 
unmistakably declared that the question 
of responsibility, as well 'is questions of 
fact with regard to certain features ol 
military management in our recent war, 
must be settled, and, reluctant as the 
admiuistiatiou may be to yield to the 
demand, it ii clear that it cannot be re- 
fused without costly consequences to the 
Republican party. 


But it will be equally as serious a mis- 


take to order an investigation for white- 
washing purposes. What the country 
demands is an investigation that will in- 
vestigate—a rigid and searching inquiry 
by an impartial tribunal in which the 
public can have full confidence. A mere- 
ly perfunctory or superficial inquiry, or 
one conducted on a partisan basis, will 
only increase public suspicion and indig- 
nation. There is a profound aud general 
conviction that somebody blundered, and 
blundered atrociously, in connection 
with the most important executive de- 
tails of the war. This blundering or m- 
compatency was manifested in the move- 
ment against Santiago, where the troops 
suffered for want of proper food, of med- 
icine, of hospital supplies and accommo- 
dations, of doctors and nurses, and by 
reason of unsuitable clothing, tents and 
equipment. It was manifested not only 
m Santiago, however, but in almost 
every camp In which our soldiers were 
assembled. Bad sites for encampments, 
bad food, lack of medicine and hospital 
facilities, poor sanitary arrangements 
and gross mismanagement, generally are 
the counts in the indictment, against the 
War Department. 
This mismanage- 


ment, it is alleged, is responsible for an 
extraordinary amount of sickness and 
for the deaths of hundreds of men, who, 
under a wise and efficient system, would 
have been alive to-day. 


The defenders of the War Department 


claim that there is gross exaggeration in 
these statements, and that where they 
are well founded much of the blame be- 
longs to the commanding olli^ero of the 
camps and some of it to the regimental 
aud other subordinate officers. Some of 
these latter in their turn have been dis- 
posed to shift the blame to the soldiers 
themselves, and to assert that many of 
them irude themselves ill by violations 
of discipline, as well as the laws of 
health. The truth, the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth is what the coun- 
try desires, aud what it will get, if the 
investigation is properly conducted. 
Doubtless, the soldiers, in occasional in- 
stances, contributed somewhat to their 
own sufferings, but we believe it will be 
found that the fault jn the great major- 
ity of cases originated not in the ranks, 
but m higher quarters. Even if viola- 
tions of discipline were responsible for 
most of the evil results, who was to 
blame for the military laxity that per- 
mitted such violations? 
There will 


probably be some division of responsi- 
bility when the final verdict is rendered, 
but it will be impossible to put any con- 
siderable part of it upon the rank and 
file. 


Let us have a searching investigation 


—one that will go down into the heart of 
the matter and spare no one. It is not 
a partisau or political question that is at 
issue, but a question in which the whole 
country is interested in its relation to 
the future no less than the present. If 
the War Department has been majaged 
as a political ageucy and has been sacri- 
ficing lives in the game of polities, using 
the war as a means of strengthening 
certain political interests and paying 
political debts, the people of tbe United 
States will insist that the person or per- 
sons responsible shall be made to feel 
the weight of public condemnation. Let 
no guilty man escape, however low in 
official rank he may be, or however high 
in public station.—BaUo. Sun.

recent operations against tbe Spanish 
fleets. Speed has been the most impor- 
tant point in the maneuvering during 
tbe opening events of the war, and tbia 
has rendered it necessary for our ship* 
to be in_ the best possible trim for fast 
work, as, owing to the lack of dry docks 
to enable ns to clean the foul bottoms 
of our vessels when they come off a long 
voyage, it has been necessary to seed 
divers down to do the work as best th«y 
could. 


It has been done well, but it has 


been tbe best kind of substitute that 
could be found for the proper article. 
The submarine divers are able only to 
scrape off the barnacles and seaweed, 
and even then they are so handicapped 
by the heaviness and unhandiness of 
their dreas that it is impossible to do 


work in any but a clumsy arsd in- 


complete way. 


But, good or bad, the diver has be- 


come a necessary part of Hie ship's 
crew. Many ships carry one or more 
jrained divers. He must be possessed of 
an exceptionally strong constitution, and, 
above all, without the slightest tendency 
;o any heart weakness. 


Every foot the diver descends the great- 


sr, of course, becomes the pressure, and at 
,he deepest descent made —namely, 200 
feet—tbn piessure is as much as SS pounds 


the Etniare inch. It is however, onlv 


rarely that .it is ncceieary to go to nuch 
depthaas this, but even working in shallow 
water most men suffer very severely at 
first and emerge from their diving suit 
with a racking head and bleeding from 
the nope and ears. ID truth, every time 
he descends the diver takes his life in his 
band, for anything going wrong with the 
air supplying gear would place him in a 
very hopeless position. 


The diving apparatus in nee in our navy 


is a costly affair. 
The method of its work- 


ing is simple. 
A long coil of tubing sup- 


plys the diver with oxygen, and by means 
of a coil of rope attached to his person ha 
can signal by pulls to the surface and be 
raised when the work is done. To de- 
scend the diver has of course to be heavily 
weighted. The weighta carried on breast 
and back weigh some 80 pounds, while 
their heavy leather boots with their leaden 
soles weigh another 20 pounds. The 
weight of the helmet, which is ingeniously 
fitted with valvea to allow the vitiated air 
to escape, ia no lees than 40 pounds, and 
to this must be added the weight of the 
rubber dreaa itself and the weight of the 
heavy underclothing worn by the diver. 


He ia not a prepoeBeesing sight, this 


monster with the huce head drese and the 
glaring eyes, but his usefulness is im- 
measurable.—Philadelphia ZYwe*.

General Shatter's Report. 


General Shatter's report of the campaign 
•hich terminated with tbe fall o! Santiago 
has been made public. 
He briefly re- 


ounta the organization of the expedition 
nd its embarkation and then devotee the 
main body of the report to the active op- 
rations about Santiago. General Shatter 
ays the expedition was undertaken in 
ompliance with telegraphic instructions 
I May 30 from headquarters of the army, 
n which it was stated : 


"Admiral Schley reports that two cruis- 


ra and two torpedo boats have been seen 
n the harbor ol Santiago. Go with your 
orce to capture (tarrison at Santiago and 
assist in capturing harbor and fleet." 


The report gives in detail the troops as- 


sembled of Tampa. The cavalry was die- 
nounted because of lack of transportation 
or the animals and-because it was believ- 
d mounted cavalry could not operate effi- 
iently near Santiago. 
This, General 


Shatter says, waa found aubseqnently to be 
orreot.- 


After reciting the delay at Tampa, due 


o inadequate facilities, General Shatter 
ays that on June 7 he received orders to 
ail without delay, but not with leaa than 
0,000 men. After some of the transports 
lad already reached the lower bay Tele, 
'rapbic instructions were received from 
he Secretary of War, directing that the 
ailing of tbe expedition be delayed wait- 
ng further orders. This delay was occa- 
ioned by the navy reporting that a Span- 
ah war vessel had been sighted in tbe 
Slicholaa channel. The ships in the lower 
my were immediately recalled.. 


The expedition aailed on June 14, with 


815 officers and 16,072 men. 
General 


Shatter briefly covers the trip and landing, 
>nd bis first meeting with General Garcia, 
idding: 


"During the interview General Garcia 


offered tbe services of his troops, compiis- 
ng about 4,000 men in the vicinity of AP. 
seraderoa, and about 500 under General 
Castillo, at the little town of Cujababo, a 
ew miles east of Baiquiri. I accepted hia 
offer, impressing it upon him that I could 
exercise no military control over him ex- 
cept such as he would concede, and as long 
as he served under me I would furnish 
aim rations and ammunition." 


After conferring with Admiral Sampson 


and General Garcia the plan of campaign 
waa outlined by General Shatter. The 
disembarkation was to commence on the 
22d at Baiquiri, with feints by the Cubans 
on Cabanis, and by the navy at various 
ahore points, in order to mislead the 
enemy as to the place of landing. 


"These movements," General Shatter 


saya, "committed me to approaching San 
tiago from the east over a narrow road, at 
first in some places not better than a trail, 
running from Baiquiri through Siboney 
and Sevilla, and making attack from that 
quarter. This, in my judgment, was tbe 
only feasible plan, and subsequent infor- 
mation and results conlirmed my judg- 
ment." 


Of the early operations and the skirmish 


in which the Hough Itiders participate!; 
tbe report aays : 


"General Young's brigade passed beyond 


Lawton on the night ol the 23d-24th 
thus taking the advance, and on the morn- 
ing of the latter date becamed engaged 
with a Spanish force intrenched in a strong 
position at La Quasima, a point on the 
Santiago road, about three miles from Sib 
oney. General Young's force conaisted 
of one squadron of the First Cavalry, one 
of the Tenth Cavalry and two of the Fire 
United States Volunteer Cavalry (Rough 
Eiders) iu all, 964 officers and men. 
The 


enemy made an obstinate resistance, bu' 
were driven from the field, with consider 
able loss. Our own loaa was one office 
and 15 men killed, six officers and 46 men 
wounded. 
The reported losses of thi 


Spaniards were nine killed and 27 wound 
ed. 


"The engagement had an inspiring ef 


feet upon our men, and, doubtless, corres 
pondingly depressed the enemy, aa it was 
now plainly demonstrated to them tha 
they had a foe to meet who wouidadvance 
upon them under a heavy fire delivered 
from intrenchments. 
General Wheeler 


division commander, waa present during 
the engagement, and reports that ou 
troopa, officers and men, fought with the 
greatest gallantry. 
Thia engagement gave 


ua a well-watered country farther to t 
front, on wbich to encamp our troopa." 


The report continues : "It was not tin 


til nearly two weeka after tbo army landec 
that it was possible to place on shore threi 
days' supplies in excess of thoae required 
for the daily conaumption. 


"On June 301 reconnoitered the coun- 


try about Santiago and made my plan o 
attack. From a high hill, from which thi 
city was in plain view, I could see San 
Juan hill and the country about El Caney 
The roads were very poor, and indeed lit 
tie better than bridle paths until the San 
Juan river and El Caney were reached." 


Continuing, the report aaya : "A few 


Cubans aasisted in the attack at El Cane1 


and fought valiantly, but their number 
were too email to materially change' the 
strength as indicated above. The enem; 
confronted na with numbers about eqna 
to our own ; they fought obstinately in 
atrong and intrenched positions, and the 
results obtained clearly indicate the in 
trepid gallantry of the officers and men 
and the benefit derived from the carefu 
training and instruction given in recen 
years in rifle practice and other battle ex 
ercisea. Our losses in theae battles were 
22 officers and 208 men killed and 81 ofB 
Cera and 1,203 men wounded ; missing 79 
The misaing, with few uxceptiona, report 
ed later." 


The capitulation, as finally effected, 


described in perfect harmony with detail 
published at the time, and a vital feature 
of tbe report is aa lollowa : 


"The supply of quartermaster and com 


miseary stores during the campaign waa 
abnndant, and notwithstanding the diffi 
en I ties in landing and transporting th 
rations, tbetroopa on the firing line were 
at all times supplied with its coarser com 
ponents, namely, of bread, meat, aogai 
and coffee. 
There was no lack of trans 


portation, for at no time up to theenrrend 
er could all the wagons I had be uaed. 


"In reference to the sick and wounded 


I have to say that they received every at 
tention that it waa possible to give them 
The medical officers without exception 
worked night and day to alleviate the suf 
fering, wbich was no greater than invari 
ably accompanies a campaign. It would 
have been better if we had more ambn 
lancos, but aa many were taken aa was 
thought necessary, judging from previous 
campaigns. 


"The discipline of the command was 


enperb, and I wiah to invite attention to 
the fact that not an officer was brought to 
trial by court martial, and, aa far as . 
know, no enlisted men. 
This speaks 


volumes for an army of this aize and in a 
campaign ol ench duration."

HOG. 


Breeders of the roland-China hog, 


with his world-wide reputation, have a 
bright future before them, provided good 
judgment is used in following three 
things essential to success in the breed- 
ing of any pedigreed stock. lu the first 
place, writes U. E. Hedges, in Jirutlers' 
Gazette, he must use good judgment m 
selecting his breeding animals; second, 
in handling and feeding his herd, and 
third, in selling his surplus stock. I will 
offer a few suggestions on these three 
things which I believe if 
carefully 


carried out will be a benefit to those 
who are just beginning the breeding of 
I'oland-Chinas. In selecting the founda- 
tion for a herd i would choose a rather 
large, growthy, smooth lot of sows, with 
good coats of hair, good beads aud ears, 
strong backs, full heart-girths, good 
shoulders and hams, aud last, but by no 
means least, they should have an extra 
strong set or limbs, with a good, strong, 
ihnty bone ami standing up well on toes 
with short pastern joints. In all canes 
pick on a lengthy, roomy-looking suw, 
aud if she m a little on the coarse order, 
provided she is smooth, it will make no 
difference, for this class of sows will sel- 
dom disappoint you as brood sows. Now 
we come to the most important point ol 
all, and that is m the selecting of a boar 
to mate with your sows 
Jt' the sows 


selected are or the type stated i would 
choose a boar of the very best individual 
excellence and ot the show-yard type, 
lie should have a good, broad head ; line 
ears; nice, straight coat of hair; good, 
strong, broad back, slightly arched; good 
shoulders, with hams that come well 
down to hocks; heart-girth strong aud 
full on the top, sides aud bottom, which 
indicates a strong constitution. 
By all 


means be sure that he has a good, strong, 
ilinty bone, with straight limbs set well 
out at the corners, with short pastern 
joints aud standing right up on toes. 1 
think the feet and limbs are a very im- 
portant part o£ the hog, for without 
them we will not have much of a hog, no 
difference how good he may he in other 
ways. The boar should have good style 
and finish throughout, for to him we 
must look, in a marked degree, for the 
style aud fmish of our pigs, and the more 
of this we secure the more valuable thej 
will be. The pedigree ol the boar should 
be the very best, and the more noted 
sires aud dams and show-yard winners 
close up to him the better. 
We all know- 


that show-yard winners do not always 
indicate high individual excellence, tor 
sometimes an animal is awarded a high 
piemium and does uot deserve it, bul 
when we look over the awards made at 
our leading fairs and Hud that cei tain 
blood lines have been successful in cap- 
turing the Ion's share of the premium's 
ottered at these great shows, and then 
when we consider the fact that these 
awards were made by diffeient judges 
and under different circumstances, we 
must come to the conclusion that these 
same blood lines must be the best blood 
lines that we can use in our breeding 
herds. If you cannot afford to buy your 
sows of these blood lines be sure to have 
them in your herd boar, as your pigs 
will possess one-half of liis blood, aud 
this blood will be more valuable than 
the blood lines that have not been prom- 
inent in the show-rings of our leading 
state fairs the last few years. While 
you should buy the very best individuals 
as breeding stock, do uot allow yourself 
to pay two or three times what they are 
wortli; always keep in mind that it takes 
individual merit backed up by a good 
pedigree, instead of dollars, to make a 
choice herd of Poland Chinas. You can- 
not expect to buy the best individuals 
backed up by first-class pedigrees i'or a 
mere song, therefore you must expect to 
pay good liberal pi Ices to secure the best, 
but do not pay the extreme high prices 
that have been paid the last two or three 
yeais by some breedeis, MS such prices 
will be almost sure to lose you money. 
There are hundreds of good reliable 
breeders who will sell you the best ot 
stock at live-and-let-live prices if you will 
put up the cash. The handling and feed- 
ing of a herd are very important, for by 
poor management and feeding you will 
soon ruin it, although you may have laid 
the foundation for a most excellent herd 
by buying the very best sows aud matin? 
them with the best boars you could se- 
cure ; therefore it stands you iu hand to 
see that the pigs you save sue fed in such 
a manner that they will develop into the 
best of individuals. 


Breeding; L"i> a Flock. 


When we have said that we believed. 


that the bird for the farmer or the vil- 
lage poultry keeper to have is a stand- 
aul-bied bird, we have known that manv 
who have good flocks of fowl would feel 
that they could not afford to dispose ol 
their entire flocks of litms and pullets to 
begin anew upon some that would be all 
of one breed, says Jl»)o l< 'in {'idtir 
AVhether it would be profitable for them 
to accomplish this by selling their own 
eggs iu the market, and paying more foi 
eggs to hatch from well-bred birds, we 
will not discuss now, because if we were 
able to prove to our own satisfaction 
that it would be for their advantage to 
O.o so, they would not all be convinced, 
or, convinced against their will, "they 
would be of the same opiniou still.' 
Vor such we have another suggestion to 
olfer. Select next seiison some of th 
best fowls in the flock, healthy, active 
and good layers, and mate them with a 
male of some good breed to obtain eggs 
for hatching, allowing all other hens to 
run without any male. It is not neces- 
sary to obtain a prize bird nor a uinety- 
Dve-point bird, but get as good a one as 
your means will allow, or such as you 
will feel a little proud of, and from those 
matiugs raise chickens, liaise enough of 
them to allow of the pullets being care- 
fully culled, and the best selected for 
next year's breeding to the same male or 
another of the same breed. 
\V e are not 


ao much afraid of inbreeding us some 
aud less so when grading up from a mix 
ed flock than we would be if cock and 
hen were of the same breed. 
But do 


not use one of the grade males for breed 
ing purposes. A cockerel of almost au> 
standard breed can be bought in the fal 
when the fanciers are culling their flock 
for but little more than it would sell fo 
if killed for market. 
It may not bi 


quite up'to the fancier's idea of agooc 
bird to put in a pure-bred Hock. If a 
Brahma, it may not have feathers enougt 
on the toes, or if a Koek, it may riot b 
perfectly barred, or may have a blacl 
feather somewhere. 
If a white breed, i 


may be too yellow on the back, and if o 
boff breed it may have too many whit 
feathers. There may be red suota o 
the white ear iobes or white spots on th 
red, aad the fancier will know why h 
rejects, but if there is no cross of bloo 
in It, it will be as good to grade up 
mixed nock with as a ninety-seven-point 
bird, and possibly better. By contiuui ng 
this practice a few years one can obtaiu 
a flock of grades that will be diilicult to 
diaiiuguiah from pure-bred stock. Re- 
member tuut the inferior blood which is 
one-half th« first year becomes but one- 
quarter, one-eighth, one-sixteenth, one- 
iiiirty-secoiid, anil in the sixth year only 
one-sixty-tourtb pa" ot the breed.

FARM NOTES. 


Butterine cannot compete with good 


hotter. There is DO such a thing as mej 
dium butter. If it is not choice it de- 
serves no place in the market. Much of 
the butter sold is unfit for use, and the 
cause is ignorance in making it. 
In 


Europe dairy schools have been estab- 
lished for many years, the result bail pr " 
rapid advance in the methods of buiter- 
makinR. In this country dairy achools 
are beginning, to be established and are 
well attended. Butter making begins 
when the milk is drawn from the udder, 
the strictest cleanliness being observed. 
Filth and carelessness are the obstacles 
in the way of good butter. 


It has been demonstrated that a cow 


will eat aa much as 75 pounds of preen 
food iu one day. This appears as a large 
quantity, but such cows are also produ- 
cers of more milk than cows which eal- 
but little. It is of no advantage to have 
what is termed a "light feeder," as it is 
impossible for a cow to yield milk in 
large quantities unless she consumes 
autlicient food from which, to produce 
the milk. 
- • 


Do not reduce the food because of a 


scarcity, but buy bran and linseed meal. 
Economy in the saving of food means a 
loss in the product. Pood bought on the 
farm is not only an addition to the raw 
material to be utilized, but increases the 
manure heap. 


Concentrating the manure on a small 


area may appear as a waste, but results 
have always been in favor of so doing. 
The Massachusetts Board of Agriculture 
calls attention to the fact that the keeper 
of a livery stable applied the manure 
from 15 horses on an acre and a half of 
land for several years and harvested two 
and three crops of hay each year, the ag- 
gregate being seven aud a half tons 
every Reason, or more thau three timefi 
as much as the laud would have produc- 
ed without such treatment. 


According to the United States Census 


Reports oflS'JO, the value of the irrigated 
farming lands in this country was $8,1 28 
per acre, while the value of farm lands 
not under irrigation was but $20 05 per 
acre. This fact gives an idea of the value 
of water to crops. It appears toincicase 
the cash value of land four-fold. 
Mow 


to increase the water supply becomes the 
greatest consideration, aud the man who 
can devise the means to preserve anil 
distribute at will the rainfall of winter 
and spring will be worthy the honors of 
the age. 
- 


All farmers know that wood ashes are 


valuable for fertilizer. But this value, 
as many know, is due veiy much to the 
material from which the ashes come. 
Thus ashes made from hard wood are 
more valuable than ashes made from 
soft wood. la fact, some ashes from soft 
wood bave not enough virtue to make it 
worth while to bother with them. It 
has also been found that the value is 
largely governed by tbe'part of the tree 
from which the ashes is made. It is de- 
clared by chemists that the ash of the 
young twigs is of more value than the 
ash of the trunk of the tree, and the ash 
of leaves atill more valuable. 


Top dressing iu the fall is an excellent 


way to treat tlie wheat and to preserve 
the manure from loss. Wheat land that 
has been plowed in the fall is loose and 
the rains carry the soluble portions of 
the manure down instead of allowing 
them to wash off the surface, the roots 
of the wheat Cor oilier fall crop) follow- 
ing the plant food and absorbing it. 


No kind of land should become poor 
roin cropping. Every time a crop is re- 
uoved something should be applied to 
he land. There may be a sulliciency of 
anure, but fertilizers are now much 
heaper than formerly, owing to increas- 
d sources for procuring them. 
On 


arms where live stock can be made pro- 
table the ground should become richer 
very year and the crop should be larger 
D correspond. 


jetting the Good Out of Fertili- 


zers and Manures. 


Farmers have not yet resorted to mix- 


ng the fertilizers with manure, such a 
ourse being extra labor, for which no 
orcesponding benefit is derived ; but it 
iaa been found an excellent plan to re- 
nforce the manure with auch ingred- 
ents as may be lacking in the heap. It 
rauld occasion a loss to add any kind of 
iHrogenous substance to the manure 
leap, as decomposition would cause the 
gaseous nitrogen to escape in the form 
}f ammonia. The insoluble phosphates 
an, however, be added to the manure 
with advantage, as chemical action will 
ender the material solub'e. A great 
mauy combinations occur in the manure 
leap, and the heat generated is evidence 
,hat all the substance? composing the 
nass are breaking down and gradually 
changing, new forms coming out of the 
Id and plant food prepared that will be 
mmediately available in the soil. Such 
materials as ground bone, bone meal aad 
jhosphate rock are not proof against the 
destructive influences of the manure 
heap, and when combined with the ma- 
nure in the fall become suitable for 
plants by the iime spring opeua, their 
decomposition, however, being too slow 
to permit of any loss of consequence in 
the heap. 


Fertilizers may be mixed with manure 


ilso at time of applying the manure to 
the soil, and with advantage, whether 
such work is performed at this season or 
n the spring. One point to observe with 
'ettilizers is that the phosphates are not 
always soluble, and they are also liable 
to "revert" in the soil, even when the 
phosphoric acid is free, but the potash 
compounds are always soluble and may 
be carried off by rains, melting snows or 
from the surface by being washed away. 
The nitrogenous fertilizers are nearly all 
soluble also, and the same risks as with 
the potash compounds are incurred; 
hence the time to apply fertilizers is when 
there will be less loss through the agency 
of water. Phosphates may therefore be 
applied in the fall and nitrogen and pot- 
ash iu the spring. Lime ia never applied 
to manure in the heap, as it assists in 
liberating ammonia, but there are farm- 
era who affirm that they have derived 
benefit from, the addition of air-slacked 
lime to the manure just before spreading 
the manure on a field to be plowed under, 
which ia no doubt true where coarse ma- 
nure waa used. 


The qneation of whether artificial fer- 


tilizers should be used with manure can 
ba settled only by tarmers in their indi- 
vidual capacity. Much depends on the 
kind of crop that is to occupy the land 
and the fertility of the aoii. It corn is 
to be grown next spring it will do no 
harm to mix bone meal with the manure 
and apply both together, but if the land 
is to be given up to some leguminous 
crop the use of phosphate will not be 
necessary in the fall, as an' acidulated 
phosphate in the spring will be more 
suitable. 
Corn being a groaa feeding 
plant wil! allow no kind of material to 
escape that can be utilized aa plant food, 
and it. is therefore serviceable in enabl- 
ing the farmer to give to the aoil many 
waste substances that would be too slow 
in decomposition for some other crops. 
All potaah compaunda should be applied 
very early in the spring (as soon aa the 
land is plowed), but such materials as 
nitrate of soda may be delayed a few 
weeks longer. A mixture of land plaster 
and sulphate of potash will prove of ben- 
efit to clover early in the spring, nitrogen 
not being essential, but the nitrogen that 
may be applied will prove of much bene- 
fit to tbc wheat. Manure, however, is 
the most* serviceable ot all, because it ia 
subject to less loss, and as it slowly be- 
comes available it supplies plant food 
until late in the year.

Died ot Grief. 


"Speaking of the emotional life of a 


horse," said an old trainer who had been 
listening to a story about an animal's.j 
death that was directly traced to Biiff, 
"I recall one remarkable iiialancu of sor- 
row showii by a liorsie lielougins! to a cir- 
cus with which J was traveling three 
years ago. Wo were performinR in the 
little town of Uuiouville, ]*&., when one 
of the trick horses ftll tind sprained one 
of his legs so badly that he cunld not 
travel. He was taken to a livery stable 
and put in a box stall, th'i leg was ban- 
daged and he was made as coiutortable 
as possible. 


"lie ate his food and was apparently 


contented uutil about midnight, when 
the circus began moving out or town- 
Then he became restless and tramped 
aud whinnied. As the caravans moved 
past the stable he neeraed to lealizu that 
je was being deserted, and his anxiety 
aud distress became piliful. lie would 
stand with his eaia pricked in an atti- 
tude of iuteuse listening, and then as his_ 
lars caught the sounds of the retiring 
wagona he would rush as best he coulil 
witii his injured leg 1'rorn one Hide of the 
stall to the other, pushing at the door 
with his nose and making every effori lo 
escape. 
The stableman, who was a 


stranger to him, tried to soothe him, but 
1,0 no purpose. lie would uot be com- 
forted. 


'Long after all sounds of the circus 


had ceased his agitation continued. The, 
sweat poured t'roui him, and hHijuivered 


every part of his body. Finally the 


stableman went to liis employer's house, 
woke him up and told him he believed 
the hoise would die if some, of the oiicus 
horses weie not brought back to keep 
him company. At about daylight the 
proprietor ol the stable mounted a. home 
,iud rode, after tlie circus. He overtook 
us in or JU mile.1) away, aud as I had 
charge of all the horses and was much 
attached to the injured animal I return- 
ed with him. When we reached the 
stall, the horse was dead. 


The stableman said that he remained 


for nearly an hour perfectly still and 
with every sense apparently strained Lo 
the utmost tension, and then witl nut 
making a sign fell and died with scarce 
ly a struggle. The veterinarian who w;ia 
called remaiked after the ciiciimstances 
were told him that iiiKiueslionahly the 
hoise died from 
grief."—War.hinijinu

HOW TO M A K K COKN C.VKI'S. 


Mix one cupful Hour with half cupful 


Indian meal, Ii teaspoonfuls baking 
powder, half te,aspoonful salt, two table- 
apoonf ills sugar, and nifl through a sieve. 
Melt one tablespoonful 
butter (two 


ouncee), beat one egg in a bowl till light, 
add one cupful milk, add the milk to the 
llour, mix all together, add last the rnelt- 
ed butter, liutter ten gem pans and 
M them three quarters full with the 
mixture. Bake in a moderate hot oven 
till done. 


HOW TO CAKE FOK L'.IIHKKI.LAS. 
It often happens that umbrellas get 


splashed with mud spots. Kven occa- 
sionally they fall into a puddle and pie- 
sent a forlorn appearance. It is best not 
to touch this mud until it has quite 
dried, for to rub it when wet only insures 
its permanency in the fibers of the fabiic. 
The mud should be allowed to dry Uret 
with the umbrella wide open ; then the 
du.st should be rubbed off with apiece of 
coarse iUunel and il-e spots sponged 
with strong black tea or ammonia and 
water. Umbrella silk should never be 
brushed vrhile wet, ior it is liable to 
stretch out of shape. 
When aa umbrel- 


la is diy, always wind it up, for that pre- 
caution preserves the shape better.

an excellent barometer is afforded by a 
hive of bees. Even on the finest d,ij 
they will uot s(ir from home if rain is in 
prospect. Should you see them hurry 
in all of a sudden, even though there be 
not a cloud in the sky, you may be sure 
that there will be a great storm before 
long. 
If, on the other hand, you see 


them go about their business unconcern 
edly on the cloudiest flay, you may slake 
what you like on the chance of the rain 
keeping off. If the winter is likely to 
be severe, they shut up the entrance to 
their hive with a thick wall of wax. leav 
ing an opening only largo "Dough lo le 
them in and out one at a time.
